RETAIL TRADE IN JUNE 


COMPARISON OF 1941 WITH 1940 





To save space the usual introductory paragraphs ex- 
plaining the method of compiling these statistics * have 
been omitted. 

The points to note in this connection are that corrections 
for differences in the number of selling days were necessary 
on most of the schedules for June owing to the incidence of 
the Whitsun holiday ; and that the statistics tend to be 
too favourable as a measure of total trade where firms have 
ceased to make returns after suffering from enemy action. 
The comparisons shown relate to the trade of firms making 
returns for both years. 


SALES 
COMPARISON WITH TWELVE Montus EARLIER 

June.—Reported daily sales in June were of approxi- 
mately the same value in 1941 as in 1940, an increase of 
0-6 per cent. being recorded. Whit Monday fell in the 
beginning of June this year and was a general holiday ; 
last year Whit Monday fell in May but was an ordinary 
working day. Sales for May and June taken together 
show a fall of 1-4 per cent. this year, and as prices have 
risen considerably it is evident that the volume of sales is 
well below that of a year ago. Sales which could be allo- 
cated to the various districts rose everywhere except in 
Suburban London (for which decreases have been recorded 
since last August) where the fall for June amounted to 
7-2 per cent. The largest increase (10-3 per cent.) was in 
the North West and the next largest (9-4 per cent.) in 
Central and West End London. The latter is the first 
increase in that district since January 1938 and is attri- 
butable to the enormous rise in piece-goods (126-4 per 
cent.). It should, perhaps, be mentioned that by no means 
all of the Central and West End shops shared in the increase. 
Sales not allocated to any district total fell by 18-8 per 
cent., so that all the district totals may be assumed to have 
a favourable bias. 

Daily sales of food and perishables, accounting for 
roughly 60 per cent. of the total value reported, fell by 
31 per cent. Apart from an increase of 24-9 per cent. for 
Central and West End London, where the sample differs 
in size and character from those of other districts, the 
movement of sales allocated to districts ranged from a fall 
of 4-9 per cent. in Suburban London to a rise of 6-6 per 
cent. in the North West. Sales not allocated to districts 
fell by 19-9 per cent. 

Sales of other merchandise were 6-8 per cent. higher 
than in June 1940, whereas from February to May the 
value of sales this year was fractionally lower than it was 
in the same period of 1940. This contrast, however, is due 
essentially to the abnormally low sales during June 1940. 
If comparison is made with the corresponding months in 
1939 sales in June increased slightly less than did sales in 
the previous four months. In the five Provincial districts 
the increase compared with June 1940 was considerable, 
varying only between 19-9 per cent. and 23-0 per cent. 
Although in London the increases were smaller, 12:2 per 
cent in the Central and West End area and 4-5 per cent. in 
the Suburbs, here too, money sales in June this year were 
well above those of June last year. 

Some difficulty may be found in reconciling the percentage 
movement shown this month for total sales in the various 
districts with the movements for the two main divisions of 
merchandise, e.g., in Central and West End London where

a total rise of only 9-4 per cent. is recorded although food 
and perishables rose by 24:9 per cent., and other mer- 
chandise by 12-2 per cent. The explanation is that district 
totals now contain some sales which cannot be included 
at present in any of the specific categories listed for those 
districts ; these sales are, however, correctly distributed 
among the categories for Great Britain as a whole. 

The various categories comprised in non-food mer- 
chandise showed considerable diversity of movement in 
June. Sales of piece-goods rose by 88 per cent., but so far 
as dress materials are concerned the recorded increase of 
60 per cent. was essentially due to low sales in June 1940 ; 
compared with those in June 1939 sales have only risen by 
some 11 per cent. in value, which is less than the cor- 
responding figure for February-May. The increase of 
136 per cent. for household goods, although partly attribut- 
able to the same cause, was mainly due to a spurt in sales 
caused by consumers laying in stocks as a safeguard in case 
rationing were extended to this class of goods also. Boots 
and shoes showed a substantal increase (14-9 per cent.), as in 
earlier months this year, and the increases for fancy goods 
and for hardware also exceeded 10 per cent. The rise in the 
last named category follows figures in the earlier months 
of the year which have been consistently lower than in 
1940, ibut last year sales in those months were slightly 
higher than in 1939 whereas sales in June 1940 were 10-9 per 
cent. lower than a year earlier. Only two categories showed 
a decline in June 1941, the fall in furnishing departments 
amounting to 6-6 per cent. and that in men’s and boys’ 
wear to 2-4 per cent. 

These sales for Great Britain contain, as mentioned 
above, some which are not at present included in the dis- 
trict figure for the category concerned ; and the percentages 
shown for sales allocated to districts may therefore not 
always appear consistent with the percentage for that 
category in Great Britain, e.g. the increase of 13-8 per cent. 
recorded for fancy goods in Great Britain as a whole might 
be expected to lie within the limits of the percentages 
recorded for the seven districts, whereas it lies outside. 
The discrepancy is due to a fall in sales now reported for 
Great Britain only, but not distributed geographically. 

February-June.—Sales for the five months February- 
June were fractionally lower in 1941 than in 1940 for 
Great Britain as a whole, provincial sales rising and London 
sales falling. The increase in the Provinces was greatest 
in Scotland (6-1 per cent.) and least in the South of England 
(3-0 per cent.). The decline amounted to 11-2 per cent. in 
Central and West End London and to 9-4 per cent. in the 
Suburbs. Food and perishables decreased by 1-2 per cent. 
for the country as a whole, but only one district (Suburban 
London) showed lower sales (8-0 per cent.), increases else- 
where ranging from 2°8 per cent. in the North East to 
4-6-per cent. in the South of England. Unallocated sales 
of food and perishables were well below the 1940 level 
for the period. Other merchandise rose by 1-3 per cent. 
and in this division the difference between London and the 
rest of the country was very marked, London sales declining 
by 12-6 per cent. in the Central and West End area and by 
9-9 per cent. in the Suburbs, while those in the Provincial 
areas increased by percentages ranging from 4-7 per cent. 
in the South of England to 11-9 per cent. in Scotland. 
The nine main categories comprised in this division of 
merchandise varied considerably in their movements, six 
showing increases and three decreases. Boots and shoes 
advanced more than any other category (17:5 per cent.) 
though the rise in piece-goods (14-0 per cent.) was not far 
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behind. A marked fall (19-9 per cent.) was recorded for 
furnishing departments, the other declines being 6-9 per 
cent. for hardware and 6-6 per cent. for men’s and boys’ 
wear.

fell, though in Central and West End London the index rose 
by one point. The fall was greater in the North East (127 
to 115) than elsewhere. The index for food and perishables 
dropped from 113 to 106 and there was a decline for allo- 
cated sales in every district except Central and West End 
London, where the rise was sharp, from 70 to 81, and the 
South of England, where the index rose by a single point, 
Other merchandise also declined, the index for Great Britain 
falling from 110 to 106, but in this division allocated 
district sales rose everywhere except in the North West. 
Apparel sales were lower in June (110) than in May (124), 
but the whole of this decline cannot be attributed to the 
introduction of clothing rationing as there is normally a

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seasonal fall, though this might have been expected to be 
small this year in view of the lateness of Whitsun. The 
household index rose from 74 in May to 84 in June, and 
allocated household sales also moved upwards in all 
districts except the North East and Midlands. 


STOCKS 


The total value of stocks at cost was 3-9 per cent. higher 
at the end of June than a year earlier, the percentage 
increase compared with last year having fallen steadily 
since January. Only in Central and West End London 
were stocks lower than a year ago, the fall in that district 
amounting to 7-4 per cent. The increase for the South of 
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England (1-1 per cent.)-was much less than for any other 
part of the country, and the rise was particularly large in 
the North East (20-6 per cent.). Stocks of food and perish- 
ables, which in June 1940 were as much as 59-9 per cent. 
above the level of June 1939, fell by 23-8 per cent., but are 
still valued well in excess of the normal pre-war figures. 
Stocks of non-food merchandise rose by 7-6 per cent., the 
different categories showing considerable divergence. 
Decreases were recorded only for hardware (7-1 per cent.), 
boots and shoes (5-2 per cent.) and sports and travel goods 
(1-3 per cent.). Neglecting miscellaneous and unallocated 
goods as unrepresentative, the largest significant increase 
for any of the other main categories was 16-5 per cent. for 
piece-goods.

ADDITIONS TO “ BLACK LIST” 


The Board of Trade announce that they have made the 
Trading with the Enemy (Specified Persons) (Amendment) 
(No. 12) Order 1941 (S. R. & O. 1941, No. 1071, price 2d.), 
which came into force on 5 August. Tt contains 172 addi- 
tions to the “ Black List’ of traders in neutral countries 
with whom it is unlawful to have dealings of any kind. 
Further additions will be made in due course. 


FINLAND 


The Board of Trade and the Ministry of Economic War- 
fare announce that Finland is to be regarded as enemy 
occupied territory for the purpose of the Trading with the 
Enemy Act and of economic warfare. 

It is accordingly a punishable offence to have commercial, 
financial or other intercourse or dealings with or for the 
benefit of any person in that territory. * Moreover, Finland 
is now regarded as an enemy destination for contraband 
purposes and all goods originating or owned in that territory 
will be liable to seizure. 


HONG KONG IN STERLING AREA 


The Treasury announce that an Order (S. R. & O. 1941, 
No. 1124) has been made under the Defence (Finance) 
Regulations which has the effect of bringing Hong Kong 
into the Sterling Area. 


INVOICES FOR GOODS IMPORTED INTO 
PALESTINE 


The British Commercial Agent at Jerusalem reports that 
inconvenience and loss is occasioned by the fact that 
goods reach Palestine some time before the arrival of the 
respective invoices. 

It is, therefore, suggested that shippers should, where 
possible, arrange for a copy of the invoice to accompany the 
goods. 


FLOWER BULBS CONTROL ORDER 


The attention of the Board of Trade has been called to a 
belief that the Bulbs (Control) Order * dated 28 April 1941 
(S.R. & O. 1941, No. 517, price 1d.), prohibiting sales of 
tulip, hyacinth and iris bulbs on the home market, will be 
rescinded later in the year. The Board of Trade wish to 
make it clear that this belief is unfounded. 

A similar Order was made last year but was rescinded 
because the opportunity to sell bulbs to America had

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occurred too late in the season for full advantage to be 
taken of it. 

This year United Kingdom bulb growers have had ample 
opportunity to sell their crop for export and the Board of 
Trade have no intention of rescinding the Order. 

There is understood to be a demand in America for nearly 
all varieties and sizes. It is obvious that high prices could 
be obtained on the home market but the earning of dollar 
exchange is the vital contribution that bulb growers can 
make to the war effort and if they are unsuccessful in this 
the land could be better used in growing food. 


RETAIL TRADE INQUIRY 
QUESTIONNAIRE TO TRADE ASSOCIATIONS 


The Retail Trade Committee which was set up by the 
President of the Board of Trade to advise on the problems 
at present confronting retail traders are unanimously of the 
opinion that there are four main factors in the situation 
which must be squarely faced :— 

(1) There is a substantial reduction in the goods * 
available for sale, which might be very roughly estimated 
at 50 per cent. The full effect of this reduction has not yet 
been felt owing to the existence of a “ cushion ” of accumu- 
lated stocks, now rapidly diminishing. 

(2) The necessity for keeping the price level as stable as 
possible. The Government have repeatedly drawn attention 
to the importance of this, and have recently taken powers 
in the Goods and Services (Price Control) Bill to exercise 
a much more drastic control of prices than hitherto. 

(3) The Government have made it clear that they will 
not give compensation for loss of business to traders any 
more than to any other section of the community. 

(4) The diversion of large numbers of workers from retail 
distribution to the Services and War industries. 

In these circumstances the Committee are anxious to 
obtain the views of responsible Trade Associations on the 
question whether schemes to insure a fair distribution of 
the available commodities could be organised in different 
parts of the country by voluntary agreement and co-operation 
among the Retail Traders themselves. Such schemes may, 
almost of necessity, involve the withdrawal, at least 
temporarily, of a proportion of the existing traders. In 


that event the scheme would have to include provision for- 


compensation to those traders who withdraw voluntarily 
from business, and the Committee think that it should be 
possible for this compensation to be provided by those who 
remain in business as they would, under the scheme, enjoy 
an increased share of the available commodities without 
increase in their overhead standing charges. It is obvious 
that a solution on these lines demands a large measure of 
agreement and cordial co-operation among Traders, both 
big and small, and the Committee have therefore sent out 
a questionnaire in order to obtain facts and figures that will 
give an accurate picture in each of the main divisions of 
trade and enable the Committee to test trade opinion on 
the possibility of establishing the broad lines of a policy 
likely to meet with fairly general approval. Replies are 
being treated as confidential. 


CoMMITTEE’S TERMS OF REFERENCE AND PERSONNEL 


The Committee terms of reference are :— 

“To examine the present problems of the retail trade 
in goods other than food, having regard both to the 
immediate needs of the conduct of the war and the position 
after the war and to report.” ®

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LIMITATIQN OF SUPPLIES AND 
CONSUMER RATIONING 


REPLACEMENT OF RETAILERS’ GOODS EXPORTED 
OR SUPPLIED AGAINST GOVERNMENT CONTRACTS 


Retailers and other persons not registered under the Limitation 
of Supplies Orders may apply to the Board of Trade, Granville 
Court Hotel, Bournemouth, for coupons to replace rationed 
goods exported, or supplied against Government contracts. 

Where goods are exported applications should be supported 
by a receipt from the Post Office or other forwarding agency 
together with a copy of the shop bill bearing a signed statement 
by the retailer that the goods have been exported and giving 
the name and addresss of the person to whom the goods have 
been dispatched. Where retailers arrange with the Post Office 
to stamp the receipt in a Parcels Book it will be sufficient if the 
Post Office serial number of the parcel is given. Compliance 
with the foregoing does not relieve the exporter from any 
liability which may exist to obtain an export licence. 

Where goods are supplied against Government contracts 
particulars of the contract should be furnished. 

Where the coupon value of the goods is more than 500, endorsed 
vouchers will be issued so that registered suppliers can supply the 
goods outside their home trade quota. 


REPLACEMENT OF BOMBED RETAILERS’ STOCKS 


The Board of Trade have issued a General Licence 
(S. R. & O. 1941, No. 1141, 1d.) dealing with the replace- 
ment of retailers’ stocks which have suffered war damage. 
This Licence takes the place of those previously issued 
under the Limitation of Supplies (Miscellaneous) (No. 5) 
Order, 1940, and the Limitation of Supplies (Woven 
Textiles) (No. 7) Order, 1941, which authorised persons 
registered under those Orders to supply controlled goods 
free of restriction to retailers who sent in declarations 
setting out the amount of war damage which their stocks 
had suffered. The new Licence also authorises registered 
traders to supply clothing and other rationed goods, in 
replacement of war damaged stocks, without the surrender 
of coupons. 

Under the new Licence a retailer, whose stocks have been 
bombed, must send to the Board of Trade a declaration in 
the prescribed form giving particulars of the damage and of 
War Risks Commodity Insurance policy and claim. This 
declaration must be attested by a responsible local official 
of a Chamber of Commerce, Chamber of Trade or Trade 
Association or by an independent Accountant—and he can 
then send to his suppliers applications (also in a prescribed 
form) for replacement of the war damaged goods. Each 
application must be sent in duplicate and the total value 
of the goods to be replaced must not exceed the tota 
amount of loss as shown in the duplicate sent to the Board 
of Trade. The suppliers can then supply the retailer with 
the appropriate quantities of goods outside their own 
quotas and without demanding coupons of the retailer. 

The new Licence allows the retailer to nominate some 
other person to receive the replacement goods on his behalf. 


‘This enables him to arrange for a supplier to send piece- 


goods to a maker-up for manufacture into clothing which 
he will then supply to the retailer. It also enables arrange- 
ments to be made, under retailer co-operation schemes, by 
which, if a retailer’s premises are destroyed, the replace- 
ment goods can be sent to another retailer in the same town 
so that the local community shall not go short of supplies. 
The latter retailer will then receive coupons for any rationed 
goods that he sells out of the replacement stocks, but it is 
the intention of the Board of Trade to arrange that, as 
soon as the bombed retailer can recommence business, 
these coupons, or their equivalent, shall be transferred to 
him so that he will be in a position to do the same amount 
of trade in rationed goods as he did before his premises were 
bombed. 


ACCOUNTING REQUIREMENTS FOR 
REGISTERED TRADERS 


Registered traders and certain unregistered manufacturers of 
rationed goods who are required to deliver coupons to the Board 
of Trade for cancellation are also required to return a statement 
accounting for their transactions in rationed goods. The first 
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statement will cover the months of June, July and August and 
it will have to be sent in to the Board of Trade by 15 September, 
after which returns must be made each month. Precise instruc- 
tions will be issued for the form in which this information is to 
be sent to the Board. 


WOMEN’S VOLUNTARY SERVICES 


The Board of Trade have issued a licence (S. R. & O. 1941, 
No. 1119, price 1d.) permitting persons registered in the 
Home Trade Register in respect of Class 13 goods to supply 
goods of that class without restriction to the Women’s 
Voluntary Services for Civil Defence. ; 


CONTROL OF FACTORIES AND 
WAREH OUSES 


The Board of Trade have made the Location of Industry 
(Restriction) Order, 1941 (S. R. & O. 1941, No. 1100), 
which provides that no person may, without a licence issued 
by the Board of Trade. 

(1) Carry on at any factory or warehouse having an area 
of 3,000 or more feet super any trade or business 
not carried on there previously or 

(2) Carry on at other premises having an area of 3,000 or 
more feet super, whatever their previous use, a 
business of production or storage. 

The object of the Order is to facilitate provision through 
the Control of Factory and Storage Premises of factory and 
storage accommodation urgently required for Government 
purposes. 

An Explanatory Memorandum explaining in detail the 
scope and purpose of the Order and the method of applying 
for a licence is available from either the Headquarters or 
Regional Offices of the Control of Factory and Storage 
Premises, Board of Trade, or local Chambers of Commerce. 


MINISTRY OF AIRCRAFT PRODUCTION: 
ORDERS (EXEMPTIONS) 


The Ministry of Aircraft Production Orders (Exemp- 
tions) (No. 1) Order, 1941, dated 16 July 1941 (8. R. & O. 
1941, No. 1042, price 1d.), provides that any Orders made 
by the Minister of Aircraft Production under Defence 
Regulation 55 shall not have force to prevent a banker, 
or other person specifically “ approved” by the Minister, 
from exercising his normal rights in respect of any pledge, 
mortgage or other charge secured on any material or article, 
except that he may not dispose of such material or article 
otherwise than as the provisions of the above-mentioned 
Orders may direct, and both himself and any person 
taking or resuming possession of such material or article 
shall, if so required, furnish full particulars thereof to the 
Minister of Aircraft Production.

BRITISH STANDARD SPECIFICATIONS 


MAGNETIC MATERIALS FOR USE IN COMBINED 
D.C. AND A.C. MAGNETISATION 


Up to the present there has been no B.S. Specification which 
dealt adequately with the testing of magnetic materials intended 
to be used under conditions involving combined D.C. and A.C. 
magnetisation. The Specification B.S. 601, Steel Sheets for 
Transformers for Power and Lighting, dealt with materials 
which were subjected only to A.C. magnestisation, but for many 
applications, particularly in communication engineering, the 
magnetisation is produced by combined alternating and direct 
current, this condition being known as incremental magnetisa- 
tion. To provide for this case a new B.S. Specification (933) has 
just been issued. This Specification is an advance on existing 
standards for magnetic testing by providing not only for the case 
of incremental magnetisation but also for permeability measure- 
ment by alternating-current methods at frequencies appropriate 
both to power and to communication engineering technique. 
Moreover, the Specification lays down precision methods of iron 
loss measurement extending into the audio-frequency range 
which, while framed essentially for the incremental case, actually 
represents the first standardisation in this country of the A.C. 
potentiometer and the A.C. bridge in the measurement of iron 
losses. 


The Specification deals with silicon steel sheets of varying 
silicon content, and with nickel-iron strip. The size of stamping 
envisaged is smaller than that with which the earlier Specification 
B.S. 601 was generally concerned. Nevertheless the general 
methods of test described in the new Specification may find 
application in certain special problems associated with larger 
types of apparatus. 

This Specification should prove of considerable interest to all 
designers of transformers and similar apparatus used in com- 
munication engineering.

WAR EMERGENCY SPECIFICATION FOR HIGH 

TENSILE (FUSION WELDING QUALITY) STRUC- 

TURAL STEEL FOR BRIDGES, ETC., AND GENERAL 
BUILDING CONSTRUCTION 


All high tensile structural steel has been covered largely by 
the requirements of B.S. 548, High Tensile Structural Steel for 
Bridges, etc., but the British Standards Institution has just 
issued B.S. 968-1941 which provides for a special quality for 
welding purposes. 

Recent investigations made by the Institute of Welding have 
shown that unless special precautions are taken when welding 
high tensile steel difficulties may arise due to hardening at the 
weld boundaries. With a given set of welding factors the degree 
of this hardening may be reduced by lowering the carbon content 
of the steels, and as a result, special welding quality high tensile 
steels are now available with maximum carbon contents con- 
siderably lower than the 0-30 per cent. which is allowed by 
B.S. 548, and with corresponding improved weldability. 


This British Standard relates to steels of this type in which 
the carbon content is limited to a maximum of 0-23 per cent. and 
which are designated “high tensile (fusion welding quality) 
steels,” abbreviated to H.T.W. steels. The material covered by 
this specification is suitable for fusion welding but is not suitable 
for forge or smith welding.

A supplement to the “Straits Settlements Government 
Gazette’ of 30 May con‘ains a copy of the Restricted Imports 
(Empire Countries) (Amendment No. 1) Order, 1941, which 
prohibits the importation into the Straits Settlements, except 
under licence, of all goods falling within Class III of the Malayan 
Import List—articles wholly or mainly manufactured—(except 
kerosene, liquid fuel, lubricating oil and motor spirit) from any 
country, territory or place which is part of the British Empire 
other than Canada, Newfoundland, Hong Kong or from Ezypt, 
Iraq or the Anglo-Egyptian Sudan. 

A similar restriction has been applied by the Restricted 
Imports (Amendment No. 7) Order, 1941, to other British 
Empire and foreign countries.

ARGENTINA 
INTERNAL TAX ON SILK FABRICS 


H.M. Ambassador at Buenos Aires has forwarded a translation 
of the revised regulations regarding the application of the 
internal tax on silk fabrics, which came into-force on 1 July 
1941. These regulations provide inter alia for all silk and rayon 
goods, except knitted goods, imported into Argentina under 
Tariff Nos. 3054 to 3056 inclusive and 3063 to 3066 inclusive, 
and textiles in the raw state whose component materials cor- 
respond to the classifications of the above-mentioned Tariff items, 
to be subject to the internal tax. Allimported textiles containing 
more than 40 per cent. of silk which are not cleared under the 
above-mentioned Tariff numbers are exempt from the silk tax 
but subject to fiscal control. 

Except in certain cases imported silk goods will be identified 
by means of fiscal tags of different colours according to their 
category of taxation. These tags must be fixed on one edge of 
the cloth at intervals of 3 metres, and where the length of the 
material is less than 3 metres, one tag only will be required. 

Persons desirous of importing textiles of silk or mixtures 
subject to taxation must first be registered with the General 
Administration of Internal Taxes, and must furnish proof of 
the fact that they are registered in a similar capacity with the 
Customs House Administration.

HAYTI 
EXPORT CONTROL 


H.M. Representative at Port-au-Prince has forwarded a « opy 
of a Haytian Decree Law dated 2 June 1941, published in “‘ Le 
Moniteur ” of the same date, which prohibits the export from 
Hayti of raw materials or other articles which may be used 
directly or indirect'y for war purposes, with the exception of 
exports to the United States of America, without a srecial 
licence issued by the Export Control Committee. 


UNITED STATES OF AMERICA 
EXCISE TAX ON COAL 

The following is the text of a United States Treasury Decision 
[T.D. 50368] published on 17 April regarding the taxable status 
of coal, coke and briquets imported from certain countries 
during the period 1 January to 31 December 1941 :—

the wool yarn used, in addition to all other information required 
by law and regulation. 


EXPORTATION OF MATERIALS ESSENTIAL 
TO NATIONAL DEFENCE 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in the 
“ Board of Trade Journal” of 26 July (page 52) and previous 
notices, the United States Department of State Bulletin contains 
information that general licences have been issued for the 
exportation to Great Britain of diesel and diesel-electric loco- 
motives, and diesel engines (marine and stationary); gasoline 
production equipment ; lubricating oil production equipment ; 
and tetraethyl lead production equipment. 

Electric generating sets powered by diesel engines are covered 
by general licences previously issued for certain electrical 
machinery and apparatus (see “ Board of Trade Journal” of 
26 July, page 52). 

Existing general licences authorising the exportation of 
asbestos have been extended to include brake blocks and linings, 
mattress covers and fillers, clutch facings, packing, sheets, and 
tweeds and yarns fabricated from asbestos. 

The Board have also received telegraphic advice from H.M. 
Representative in Washington that acetone became subject to 
export licence as from 23 July.
